LONDON, Oct. 26.—(By Associated Press)—The King, at Sandringham today, signed a proclam- 


ation dissolving parliament, which had lived four of its five years, and summoning the new parlia-|

ment to meet on November 20. The country is now without a parliament, but has plenty of candidates 


for the next one. - 


_. The only notable event of the day was the issuance of Premier Bonar Law’s manifesto. This con- ines 
tained no remarkable surprises, and the greater part of it was devoted to enlargement of his poli-; Memorials Presenting Differing 


cies outlined at the Unionist meeting which elected him leader. 


He proposes to abolish the cabinet 


secretariat, which has been criticized as expensive and unconstitutional by the opponents of the late 
government, and transfer British representation at the League of Nations to the foreign office. 

_ He intends to ratify the Irish treaty and call the British dominions to a conference to develop em- 
pire affairs. There was no statement of policy in the management of British affairs in the Near East, 
and that is likely ito be demanded jby Mr. Bonar J,.aw’s campaigning critics. 


Conservatives Will Make a Bid 


The premier made his campaign® 


speech today at Glasgow, where, be- 

ing of Bcotch extraction, he had an 

enthusiastic welcome.

The former premier, Mr. Lioyd 
George, did not waste his day. He 
spoke before a large audience of Non- 
conformists in Whitefield Taber- 
nacle, in London, where there was 
plenty of cheering. Gdoyd ‘George 
‘was in his best of form. Larlier in 
the Gay he and Lord Birkenhead were 
guests at the annual oyster it 
given by the Coichester municipality. 
Although it was suposed to be a non- 
partisan eocial affair, Lord Birken- 
head made a defence of the Conser- 
vative members of the cabinet who 
atuck by Lioyd George. “he former 
premier madea few remarks without 
bringing in politics. 

The campaign oratory up to the 
present has admittedly ‘been disap- 
pointing, none of the parties, execp 
Labor, developing any notable plat- 
form, either on home or foreign poli- 
clea. The stream of election speeches 
wil] from this en be incessant, but 
until something new is infused the 
voting publi is not likely to become

Administration 

Bonar Law's administration seems 
to be ered largely for the favor 
of the e te on eapnomy in the 
expense of theadministration. The 
continued growth of bureaucracy, en- 
‘tailing huge cost, was always. Te: 
proach to the Lloyd George adminis- 
tration in the mind of the public, and 
Boner Law's efforts at economy in 
abolishing the Labor and Pensions 
ministries and other reductions, will 
be contrasted with the ‘policy oF the 
(Labor party, whose projected social 
reforms will be presented as bound 
to add new ‘burdens to. the alreedy 
heavily burdened taxpayers. 

Mr. Bonar Law, in alluding last 
night to the proposed abolition of the 
pensions ministry, pointed out that 
without interfering with the interests 
of the pensioners, the work would be 
done with equal.efficiency and less 
cost in the old department.

He declared it would not be an easy 
thing. He contended that high taxa- 
tion was oue of the greatest clogs in 
industry; therefore even small econo- 
mies in the administration had im- 
portance.

While Lioyd George is not 
actually trying to detach Aasquithian 
Liberals to join his contemplated cen- 
tre party, he is certeinly doing nothing

|menta, the Conservative following of 
Bonar Law on the other hand is clear- 
ly peeking to retain adherence of the 
Coalition Liberals. There has been 
rumors of underground negotiations 
to restrict ae far as posstble contest 
between the Conservatives and Coal- 
itior Liberals; this question was touch- 
ed upon by Mr. Bonar Law in his Glas- 

gow apeech tonight. 

These features of the campaign give 
point to the complaint in the presse of 
the present confusion of party bound- 
aries in the present contests. 

Mr. Lioyd George seems to be find- 
ing difficulty in finding ‘his list of 
honors for members of his late ad- 
ministration, It was announced tonight 
that there was no prospect of the 
publication of the list until the middle 


of next week.

Drug stores 
while they handled drugs were often 
more or less lunch counters or novelty 
shops. 

Drug stores supplied many articles 
vsed in the home such as tole! articles 
but also .had a close connection with 
Agricultura in that inaectides, gopher 
poison and medicine for cattle and 
horaes were also handled to a large 
extent, 

The patent medicine branch of the 
drug business was very important the 
apeaker said. New patent medicines 
were being put on the market con- 
tinually and were in some ceases in 
very great demand

London, Oct. 26—Prime Minister 
Boner Lew, as leader of the Unionist | 
party, issued a manifesto thie mt hh] 
noon in the course of which the fol- 
lowing points were made:
